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City resident goes on 
vacation, comes back 
to water shut-off notice

Henry Kurczewski told the Belleville 
City Council Monday that he went on a 30- 
day vacation and came back to a notice that 
his water was to be shut off in three days. 

He said, in its wisdom, a while back the 
city decided to use monthly water billings 
and installed new water meters. 

He left on vacation and a few days later 
his water bill arrived. He couldn’t auto pay 
it because the city doesn’t do that. He said 
the day after it’s due and it’s not paid a 
shut-off notice is issued. 

“The council might want to look at the 
policy,” he said, adding when the bills 
were issued every three months, they had 
90 days. 

He suggested the city might auto deduct 
from checking or savings accounts or 
accept a credit card. 

“Tve been in the city for 17 years,” 
Kurcezewski said and this is the first time 
he got a shut-off notice. 

George Chedraue said when he was on 
the city council three years ago, he asked 
about this and was told the city is setting 
that up. It should have taken three minutes 
to do, instead of three years, he said. 

Clerk/Treasurer Lisa Long said she 
has an appointment with a credit card 
representative for a card that can be used 
on line. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said city 
officials met with Chase bank and was told 
the city isn’t big enough to get free service. 
She said the city can’t charge the fee back 
to the consumer, by law. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said earlier that 
day a man from Tennessee came in to pay 
for a grave opening and all he had was a 
credit card, which they couldn’t accept. 
The funeral home agreed to pay the city 
for the grave opening, use the credit card 
from the man, and send back the charges

LDFA votes to continue to capture $2,465 in zoo millage, but set it aside

Van Buren Township’s Local Development 
Financing Authority (LDFA) met Dec. 11 
to consider a recommendation regarding 
tax increment capture of the Detroit Zoo 
Millage, which is the subject of a letter to 
Treasurer Sharry Budd from Wayne County 
Treasurer Raymond J. Wojtowicz. 

In the Sept. 6, 2012 letter, Wojtowicz 
notes that the public purpose intended by 
the collection of the zoo millage was to 
establish a stable funding source to operate 
the zoo. 

It warned Treasurer Budd, that local 
municipalities that continue to capture 
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the zoo millage may have unintended 
consequences including a revocation of 
an office holders bond, necessitating the 
assumption of the treasurer ’s responsibility 
by the Office of the Wayne County 
Treasurer. 

Should the local municipality, its 
Downtown Development Authority (DDA), 
Tax Increment Financing Authority (TIFA), 
or any other taxing authority or unit capture 
the zoo levy the county will charge back 
a like amount to pay the Wayne County 
Zoological Authority, the letter said. 

In an attempt to correct minutes from 
the Nov. 13 meeting LDFA member Doug 
Peters, an attorney and VBT resident, stated 
that he does not think that township money 
should be spent on an attorney to fight the 
payment of the taxes where the voters have 
said the money should be given. 

Terry Carroll, VBT director of planning 
and economic development, reported 
that the impact from Visteon taxes that 


are collected for the LDFA capture of the 
Detroit Zoological millage is estimated to 
be $2,465.

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VBT Board approves MAFF 
union contract for fire fighters

The Michigan Association of Fire Fighters 
union contract with the members of the Van 
Buren Township Fire Department has been 
approved by both sides. 

The contract, which expired in 2011, 
was approved by the union local and then 
officially approved by the township board 
at its Dec. 11 meeting. 

The contract will run from July 1, 2011 
to June 30, 2014. There are no hourly 
pay increases, but there is a four-year 
progression to the top rate of $18.40 for 
hours worked and training time. 

Full-time fire fighters will get a signing 
bonus of $750 following ratification and 
paid-per-call fire fighters will get a payment 
of $400. 

In the first pay period after July 1, 2013, 
the full-time fire fighters will get another 
payment of $500, with $200 for paid on 
call fire fighters. 

A summary of the contract was given to 
the board by attorney Andrew Barron. 

He said health care was tied to the 
police department agreement, which has 
employees paying 10% and contributing to 
the 10/40 drug card. 

In the future, the fire inspector will be 
required to have certification 1 and 2 as a 
fire inspector, which is in progress. 

Barron said there are a handful of 
operational changes, clarification to the 
grievance procedure, and a rule that no 
member of the fire department will wear 
a uniform or insignia of the department 
during political activity or at any public 
forum, so there is no confusion that the fire 
fighter is representing the township. 

Darwin Loyer, former VBT fire chief, 
came up to the podium to speak on the 
union contract. He said the existing contract 
provides uniforms for all, plus a payment of 
$150 per year is given to every fire fighter 
for uniforms. He said the $150 is supposed 
to be for boots or cleaning uniforms, but 
the fire stations have washing machines 
and detergents to clean the uniforms and 
some of the fire fighters may only put on 
boots four times a month. 

Barron said there was no change in that 
part of the contract. 

Loyer said the current full-time fire 
inspector gets 65 days a year off and 24 of 
those can be cashed out on termination or 
retirement. 

Barron said that was not raised as an issue 
in the contract negotiations and there are 
no changes in time off. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd, who was part 
of the negotiating team, said the vacation 
schedule is tied to years of service. There 


are 25 days vacation for those with 15 years 
of service, three personal days, 13 holidays 
(that all the employees get), but that does 
not total 65. She said 65 was not correct. 

There also is a cap of 24 sick days, which 
Budd did not count, but does give a total 
of 65 days, since the fire inspector has 
exceeded 15 years of service. 

She said the time off was similar to the 
contract for the Police Officers Labor 
Council. 

Loyer said Barron said there was no wage 
increase, but now there are getting $18 per 
hour for training and, “They are getting a 
wage increase.” 

All members of the fire department are 
members of the union, except Fire Chief 
Dan Besson.

Local school district 
responds to shootings 


School Supt. Michael Van Tassel wrote 
an email to parents of Van Buren Public 
School students on Monday to inform 
them of what is being done to safeguard 
their children following news of Friday’s 
shooting of 27 innocent victims in a 
Connecticut elementary school. 

Supt. Van Tassel said each school in the 
district has an emergency crisis plan as well 
as specific procedures in place in the event 
a lockdown for security reasons becomes 
necessary. 

He said in light of these recent events, 
the Van Buren Public Schools will be 
conducting a complete review of its 
emergency plans to assure all of our 
students are safe. 

Supt. Van Tassel said he personally visited 
each school Monday morning to assure 
that procedures were being followed and 
that students and administrators had the 
necessary supports. 

He said the schools are not initiating any 
discussions with students about Friday’s 
tragedy, but will provide trained personnel 
in the event individual students need 
support. 

Our hearts are heavy as we go into the 
final days to Christmas, but it’s good to 
know everywhere people are working to 
safeguard our precious children. 

As Van Tassel wrote: “... I continue to 
be absolutely dismayed that anyone would 
be capable of inflicting such a horror on so 
many young lives and their families ... Our 
thoughts and prayers, just like yours, are 
with the families at this terrible time...” 


The day after Gene Taylor was returned 
to his position as Chief of Police of the 
City of Belleville, he took the rest of the 
month of December off. He explained that 
he had built-up vacation time that he would 
lose at the end of the year if he didn’t take 
it, so he took it. 

Interim Police Chief Hal Berriman will 
stay in the chief’s office until the end of the 
year. It’s interesting. A little city, about one 
mile square, has two police chiefs.

Owen bus rides include

Earlier this school year there was an

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Sumpter: William Fred 
Ayres sentenced 
to 1-15 years in prison

William Fred Ayres, 49, of various 
addresses in the Belleville area, was 
sentenced to up to 15 years in prison on 
Oct. 4 at Wayne County Circuit Court. 

He now is housed in the Charles Egeler 
Reception and Guidance Center in Jackson. 
His earliest date of 
release is Oct. 3, 2013. 
Maximum discharge 
date is Jan. 13, 2035. 

Ayres pled guilty to 
one count of Home 
Invasion, 2™ degree, 
for a March offence, 
and to another count of 
Home Invasion, 2"! degree, for a Dec. 10, 
2004 offense. 

He originally was bound over for trial at 
the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice in Detroit 
for drug and home-invasion charges filed 
by Sumpter Township Police. 

Ayres had entered a not-guilty plea to 
the drug-connected charges of possession 
of cocaine less than 25 grams, habitual 
offender 4, and commission of a felony 
using a motor vehicle, which allegedly 
happened on March 28. 

Ayres also pleaded not guilty to home 
invasion 2"! degree (a 15-year felony), 
larceny in a building (4 years), and habitual 
offender 4, which allegedly happened on 
March 26. 

On April 11, 34" District Court Judge 
David Parrott presided over Ayres’ 
preliminary exam and found enough 
evidence to send him on to be arraigned on 
the evidence at circuit court on April 25. 

“Dustin was very important to our case. 
Without Ken Toney’s son we probably 
wouldn’t have been able to prosecute 
anything but the drug charges,” said 
Sumpter Police Det. John Toth, referring to 
Dustin Cox, 20, of Sumpter Township who 
testified at the preliminary hearing. 

Cox is the son of Van Buren Township 
Police Officer Ken Toney and Shawn Cox- 
Toney. Officer Toney said he is very proud 
of their son, who has a goal of joining 
the FBI. Cox currently is working on his 
accounting degree. 

“Ken Toney’s son saw someone breaking 
into his neighbor’s home and jumped into 
police mode,” Det. Toth said. 

Cox saw the unusual vehicle in the drive 
of a man he had worked for and then saw 
an unfamiliar man walking out of the 
side door of the garage with construction 
supplies and driving off. 

“He knew it wasn’t right,” Toth said of 
Cox, who jumped into his vehicle and went 
after the fleeing van. 

Cox followed the vehicle from the 
19000 block of Haggerty in Sumpter and 
cornered it at the former Pro-Tech business 
at Haggerty and E. Huron River Drive in 
Van Buren Township, where he got a good 
look at the license plate. 

At that point the driver “flipped him off”

and drove off at a high rate of speed, so 
Cox disengaged, “like a good police officer 
would do,” Toth said. 

The eye-witness information was turned 
over to Sumpter Police Sgt. Jim Cayce, 
who determined the vehicle was stolen. 

Two days later, Sumpter Officer Beth 
Egerer was on patrol with rookie Officer 
Dave McKean when they came upon the 
same vehicle on Sumpter Road, with its 
flashers on. It had just run out of gas. 

Toth said the female driver got out of the 
car to talk to police, while Officer Egerer 
ran the plate and found it was stolen. Sgt. 
Pat Gannon and Det. Toth were called. 

Ayres was just awakening in the vehicle, 
following a multiple-day bender on 
cocaine, Toth said. 

Sumpter Police set up a lineup and Cox 
picked him out as the man he saw stealing 
construction materials. 

Toth said the Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
office declined to prosecute the female. 

“If it wasn’t for Ken Toney’s son being 
a good neighbor and acting quickly,” we 
wouldn’t have been able to prosecute him 
on the home invasion,” Toth said. “If he 
was my son, I’d be super proud.” 

Ayres was detained in the Wayne County 
Jail because of parole violations. 

Michigan Department of Corrections 
records show Ayres was on parole after 
serving 5 years of his 3-15 year sentence 
for a 2004 home invasion 2™ degree. 

He also has served time for other 
convictions for home invasion 2™ degree, 
larceny from a person, breaking and 
entering, and fleeing a police officer.

to the city. 

She said they want to put a credit card 
machine in the city that doesn’t charge the 
city. 

She said to Kurczewski that she doesn’t 
want to automatically deduct an amount 
from his bank account because, “What if 
we take out $1,000, Henry, and you’re not 
expecting it?” 

Kurczewski said he wanted the council to 
realize that the change to charging every 30 
days has unintended consequences, such as 
shut offs in 30 days. 

Chedraue, an attorney, said that many 
of his clients have auto pay through their 


banks. He said there has got to be so much 
more paperwork for the city with billing 
and paying every 30 days. He suggested 
going back to the 90-day billings. 

Kollmeyer said the city could never 
balance what water Detroit sent out and 
billed for and what the city billed its 
customers. 

Steve Jones said the billings also are not 
regular. Some months it comes the first 
week and sometimes it doesn’t, he said.

Question from Don in Belleville area: 
I recently divorced in June of 2012. 
My ex-wife and I are on the mortgage 
together. I pay the mortgage, and she gave 
up all rights to the house in the divorce. 
I have a quit claim deed from her. I am 
trying to get my ex’s name removed 
from the mortgage and house. I tried to 
go through the mortgage, they said they 
could not do anything. I just want it all 
in my name, that’s it. I am not trying to 
refinance, I can afford everything like it is. 
Can you help me? 

Answer: Don, If you do have a signed 
quit claim deed from your ex-wife - 
- relinquishing all of her interest/rights 
in the home to you -- then the home is 
ONLY rightfully yours. Be sure to go to 
the county where you live at the Register 


of Deeds office and have the original 
Quit Claim Deed recorded. It will 
then be a matter of record that you 
alone hold title and she has no ownership 
of the home. 

Also your divorce degree should state 
that you received sole ownership and 
the sole responsibility for the mortgage 
payments. The divorce degree should also 
have been recorded in the county you 
got divorced in. Banks and mortgage 
companies sometimes will honor the 
divorce decree and take her name off 
their records, but most lenders will not, 
because the mortgage was written in both 
of your names. The reason the bank does 
this is just to keep her obligated to the 
mortgage note -- in case you default on the 
loan. 

Unless you do a new mortgage in your 
own name, and refinance, that is the sure 
way to take her name off the current 
mortgage. Having your ex-wife on the 
mortgage does not give her any ownership 
or interest in the property. You alone 
are the OWNER. You can sell the home 
at any time, or rent it out. As long as 
you have the quit claim deed (BE SURE 
TO RECORD IT) you should not be 
concerned about your ex-wife’s name on 
the mortgage. 

She should be the concerned one.

There is currently a group of 19 capturing 
authorities in Wayne County (including the 
City of Belleville DDA and the Van Buren 
Township DDA) that are getting together 
and hiring an attorney. 

The LDFA advised the group that it 
would not be participating from a financial 
standpoint. Itis the VBT Deputy Treasurer’s 
recommendation that VBT should continue 
to capture the taxes, sequester it and if there 
is an issue VBT will deal with it. 

Carroll said that once the millage is voted 
in it becomes subject to the capture that 
the municipalities have. There is an opt- 
out provision within the State statute that 
would have the Zoo Society go to each one 
of the capturing municipalities and request 
that they not capture. In this case the 
Zoological Authority went to the Wayne 
County Treasurer. 

Township Supervisor Linda Combs said 
the agencies that are fighting it, like the 
DDA, believe if they don’t capture the zoo 
tax then they will not be able to capture the 
just-passed DIA tax. It may set a precedent 
and the township won’t be able to capture 
any millages which will make DDAs and 
LDFAs defunct, she said. 

Peters asked, “Why don’t we want the 
zoo to get the money?” 

Supervisor Combs answered, “It’s not that 
we don’t want the zoo to get the money, it’s 
just that it will set a precedent for future 
taxes and anything else that will come 
down the pike. In the LDFA district, the 
taxes are collected from the Grace Lake 
building owners. 

“You would not be able to handle this case 
by case, because if you have the authority 
you have the authority. If you don’t you 
don’t,” Peters added. 

“If you’ve got the authority, you’ve got 
the obligation to exercise it where the 
voters have spoken on the millage,” Peters 
continued. 

In support, LDFA Chairman Michael 
Dotson said, “There is a process that has 
been established for the Zoo Authority to 
make application for the way it is to be 
captured and that has not been exercised 
for every LDFA and DDA.” 

Supervisor Combs said the zoo millage 
impact for the VBT DDA is around 
$100,000. 

Peters said, “I just want to make sure 
that we don’t get legal bills to fight a fight 
that makes no sense to me. And that we do 
not agree to participate with the DDAs or 
PSAs, or LSDs or anything that gets us sued 
for money that we should be collecting for 
charitable organizations according to the 
taxpayers. It just smells.” 

Legal strategies were further discussed 
with an agreement to sequester the millage 
not spend on something else and revisit 
this issue the moment the township is sued 
because, Peters said, “I have no doubt that 
Wayne County will sue us.” 

Dotson directed Director Carroll to keep 
this item on the Agenda for frequent status 
updates as well as documentation to show 
that those taxes are in a separate account 


in escrow. 

The LDFA voted unanimously to capture 
the taxes associated with the Wayne County 
Zoological Millage. 

Diane Madigan asked if the precedent 
Combs spoke of included millages for the 
new library. Combs said, “Possibly, yes.” 

Carl Johnson quoted from the letter 
from Wayne County Treasurer Wojtowicz, 
which was obtained through a Freedom of 
Information Act request. 

Johnson asked for an explanation of 
Wojtowicz’s warning that he would revoke 
the township treasurer’s bond. Johnson 
asked if anything they do to VBT would 
have to go through due process. 

Supervisor Combs replied, “Treasurer 
Budd has given me no indication they 
could arbitrarily pull her bond without due 
process.” 

John Delaney asked about the interest in 
the sequestered millage account. 

Combs replied, “The interest would stay 
with that account because it’s being earned 
on that money.” 

Doug Peters asked that an update on the 
litigation be added to the agenda. 

The board approved 2013 meeting dates 
for the LDFA at 2 p.m. on the second

Updates on Visteon case 

A Resolution was made to the township 
trustees to recommend some course of 
legal action be explored on the expected 
shortfall for bond payments. 

Combs said she met with the attorneys 
and gave an update to the Visteon case. The 
attorneys are in the process of building their 
case that will be heard at the Bankruptcy 
Court in Delaware. 

Peters asked if Visteon had been 
approached verbally. 

“Have we tried to work something out 
short of litigation? Have they given us a 
sense of whether we can talk with them?” 
Peters asked. 

After being questioned, Combs said she 
hopes that all avenues have been explored 
prior to deciding to litigate. 

Dotson advised that the LDFA will not be 
discussing legal strategy in public. 

Former Supervisor Paul White had been 
directed by the LDFA to send a letter to 
Visteon, but new Supervisor Combs said 
she has no copy of such a letter in the 
supervisor’s office. 

Delaney said he recalled three meetings 
ago hearing Peters ask if an attorney had 


been hired, when Paul White was in office 
and it turned out that it wasn’t done. 

“Mr. White waited and waited, in fact 
we didn’t even get an attorney’s opinion 
because an attorney wasn’t hired,” Delaney 
said. 

“There was a letter drafted that never made 
it to the attorney. Mr. Peters called him on 
it on two separate occasions. Mr. White 
acknowledged that there was something 
drafted but it wasn’t delivered. 

“There was not due diligence involved 
by the Supervisor, but the clock had run 
out. This was back in June or July and I 
was concerned because Mr. Peters thought 
that the letter was sent. Am I correct, Mr. 
Peters?” Delaney asked. 

Peters nodded in agreement. 

[The letter Delaney referred to was 
actually drafted at the September LDFA 
meeting.] 

Supervisor Combs said, “In the packet 
that was given to me by Mr. White there 
was no such letter. All he gave me in the 
packet was a letter from the attorneys 
saying what the next steps would be.” 

She said she would check on that and 
thanked Delaney for his comments.

The 2012 General 
Fund Amended budget has been reduced from 
what was originally budgeted. The Proposed 
Expenditures for the 2012 Amended Budget 
are $13,386,337 and the 2013 Proposed Budget 
expenditures are $13,576,632. The 2012 
Amended Budget is down approximately 3%. 
The proposed 2013 General Fund Budgetreflects 
a 1.5% increase based on anticipated building 
repairs and minor equipment needs along with 
increased costs of services. Revenue sources 
include property taxes, Public Safety Revenues, 
registrations and licenses, permit fees, park fees 
and State Shared Revenue. The 2013 Proposed 
Budget reflects a transfer of $2.8 million from 
the Landfill Fund and approximately $800,000 
from the Unreserved Fund Balance. There will 
not be an increase to the Salaried Employee 
Wages, noting no increase since 2009. The 
Budgets before the Board are balanced as 
required by law. Supervisor Combs requested 
that items A-G outlined in Supervisor’s memo 
dated December 4, 2012 be a part of the 
motion for the budget approval inclusive of 
the following items: A) Revenues in excess 
of those noted shall be dedicated to fund 
balance; B) Fiscal year line items, which are 
not expensed, with the exception of specified 
reserve line items, shall revert to net income; C) 
Approval of appendices noted above as part of 
the General Fund Budget; D) Revenue as “Tax 
Administrative Fee” is to continue as in past 
practice. The allocated millage for township 
operations is 4.9144, which represents .9144 
mill for Township Operations and 4 mills for 
Public Safety, E) Adoption by departmental 
total; F) Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
hereby sets the value for capitalization of fixed 
assets at $1,000 for items having a useful life 
greater than one year.
